MR. W. W. SULLIVAN RE.
CEIVES LETIER OF IN-
FORMATION

GREAT ADVANTAGE

Would Be Gained By Rates and
Peop\e Are Much Interested—

Meeting Shippers Called.

In reply to a letter of inquiry from
Mr. W. W. Sullivan to Mr. D. A,
Henning, traflic manager of the (freen-
ville Chamber of Commerce, in which
it was asked whether or not it was
agreed that Anderson, Greenwood,
Greenville and other points along the
Pledmont section would be benefittad
by the concesslons in freight rates or-
ders dfor the city of Spartanburg. Mr.
Henning sent the following reply:

1 have not let received full text of
the Interstate Commerce Commission
decision fn  the Spartanburg freight
rate case.

Tihe nress notice of this decision
states that ocean and rail rates from
the east to Spartanburg via Charles-
ton were found unjustly discrimina-
tory in so far as they exceed the ocean
and rall rates to Charlotte, The
ocean and rail rates are now te Char-
lotte:

Formerly Lived Near Antreville
Where He Was Engaged in

Mr. James Elllot Wakefield, form-
erly of Antrevifla'died at the home of
his daughter, Mra. Clarence Harris
in Elberton, Ga., early Sunday morn-
ing.
